nothing; worse than nothing. 

The grand Pow-wow held at North 
Platte has turned out a fizzle; the noble 
red'men there assembled, constituting 
but a small portion of the tribes now 
hostile, were bold and arrogant in their 
demands beyond precedent; they must 
have, as a condition of peace, the rail- 
roads now building through their coun- 
try stopped, forts abandoned, soldiers’ 
withdrawn, and pleaty of arms, pow- 
der and lead, ustensibly to kill game; 
but in truth, to kill more defenceless | 
men, women and children that may un- 
happily fall in their way, and if the 
truth was known, we have little doubt 
they modestly asked for scalping knives 
wherewith to scalp their victims. 

In case of the refusal of government 
to grant these simple conditions of theirs 
they declare it their unalicrable deter- 
mination to wage war to the kii’e on 
all whites, and in that particularly : mt- 
able frame of mind they left the com- 
mission—with the understanding that 
they were to meet their white brothers 
again in council at some other point 
and time this fall; in the meantime, 
they have started out their young 
braves tu hunt game professedly: they 
would not harm any small defenceless 


party of whites. Qh, no! it isn’t in| 


their line you know. 

It is said that Gen. Sherman gave 
them distincly to und: ratand that the 
Government could not consent to their 
demand for stopping the building of the 
Railroads, and that if they persisted in 
their warfare on the whites, Govern- 
ment would send its mighty warriors 
and destroy them all; at the hearing of 
which, that facctions cuss, Lo! was 
much amused, believing as he does, that 
he can whip all such warriors as his 
great father at Washington sends to his 
country. 
‘The only course for Government to 
pursue in order to achieve a lasting 
peace with the Red devils, is to whip 
them thoroughly first, to punish them 
so terribly for their past horrid deeds, 
that the tradition thereof will be hand- 
ed down among them to the last of 
their race; then grant them peace, pro- 
vided they beg lustily for ‘t, not before. 
To sum it all up in a few words, put 
General Connor, or a manof like stamp 
and experience in command of the 
troops operating against them, ham- 
pered by no red tape, cireumlocution 
instructions from the War Department, 
and our word for it, they will get such 
a belly fall in a short time, as will suf- 
fice to keep their devilish propensities 
in check forever after.
